Helena, Ark., Sept. 25 (AP).— 
Prodded by the police, the unem­ 
ployed of Helena and West Helena 
began moving into nearby fields 
Thursday in answer to the demand 
for cotton pickers. 
As the first truck caravan left at 
daybreak with Jobless men, police­ 
men stood by ready to carry out the 
warning they had spread for two 
days that loiterers must go to the 
cotton fields, leave the city or face 
vacancy charges. 
The enforced drive to end idle­ 
ness in the cities and a labor short­ 
age in the fields met no resistance 
among tile first groups to leave. 
These did not entirely meet the de­ 
mand for pickers, planters report­ 
ed, but officials believed a con­ 
tinuance of their campaign for a 
day or two would solve the labor 
shortage. 
Chief of Police Lucian Webster 
said the planters of Phillips county 
could use at least 1.000 more pick­ 
ers. He said more would be taken 
to the fields today, asserting a 


house-to-hoise canvass would lie 
made if necessary. 
“The go-to- 
work" order produced results, es­ 
pecially among idle Negroes. Chief 
Webster pointed out that a Nci^i*o

the dozens usually attendant. 
The thickly weeded hills north 
and west of Helena were illumi­ 
nated

at 35 cents a hundred, Chief Web­ 
ster said. 
Learning of the exodus, the police 
chief said he was making a list of 
those who left and added that 
“they’d best not come back.” 
Those unemployed who disliked 
the idea of picking cotton were busy 
finding other jobs after the city and 
county campaign got under way. 
Five Negroes, Chief Webster said, 
called at his home with freshly- 
sharpened lawn mowers to cut his 
lawn despite the fact it had been 
mowed only Wednesday.

WHERE THE DOCTOR’S BILL IS $15 A YEAR 
HE community had no doctor, and the child was dying of diph­ 
theria. 
It is almost unbelievable, but the story has it th a t the doctor 
summoned from a distance refused to adm inister the necessary an ti­ 
toxin until the distracted father had borrowed the money to pay him 
for his services. 
When the price was finally forthcoming, the doctor 
adm inistered the anti-toxin, and the child was saved. 
Anyway, the farm ers in the northwestern section of Surry county. 
North Carolina, where the story originated, banded themselves to­ 
gether to employ a community doctor, and formed the Stew art’s Creek 
community association to procure prompt, efficient, and cheaper m edi­ 
cal attention. 
T hat was nine years ago, and the plan, writes Charles H. Utley, in 
the W inston-Salem Journal and Sentinel, has worked to the em inent 
satisfaction of both people and physician. 
It is an answer to the problem of the country doctor, who m ust 
travel a wide circuit, wait long for his fees and do w ithout the ordi­ 
nary advantages which are the city practitioner’s. Tod often his fees 
do not meet his expenses. 
The community method of employing a 
doctor on a stated salary is not new, but new enough still for the 
m ention of other and successful instances. 
Nearly all the members of the Stew art's Creek association are farm ­ 
ers whose lot is cast in varying degrees of prosperity. 
But they pull 
together, having learned the value of cooperation in other things as 
well. Mr. Utley tells us: 


•’Before the •**•>< iation was form ed it cost from $20 to $25 to have a single 
visit from a M ount Airy doctor. 
“ Now it costs tach cooperating fam ily only $15 annually fo r doc tora' billa. 
L ittle wonder the people a te enthusiastic. 
And they claim th a t, along w h at­ 
ever oilier line* the peoph mav differ, they are a unit in this m atter. 
“ They go even hi yond this, and claim th at nothing has ever before so 
unified, solidified, and pacified and m ade friendly and neighborly the whole 
section. 
N either politics nor religion has ever m arred the harm ony of the 
assot lation. 
“ And when one considers that an average of 200 fam ilies co n stitu te the 
association, the success has been rath er rem arkable, especially in view of the 
fact that all are country people, u n train ed in the school of experience fo r 
effective team work. 
“ When able, the people are expected to go to th e office of the physician; 
hut if not. he prom ptly answ ers th eir ex cry call, day or night, hot o r cold, 
rain or shine. 
"They brag on th eir doctor. 
Ile is th eir friend, in every em ergency, and 
his patien ts are loyal to him. pay his salary, and com m end his skill and fa ith ­ 
fulness.” 
The community physician now employed. Dr. M. Y. Allen, we read, 
visits and is visited by his people, attends their church, is an exem ­ 
plary Christian, a good neighbor, and a fine citizen. He teaches the 
people the laws of sanitation, proper diet, and happiness. He is friend 
as well as physician. 
O ther rural neighborhoods, writes Mr. Utley, have investigated the 
results of this com m unity association and are discussing ways and 
m eans of organizing sim ilar associations. As Mr. Utley puts it: 


“ B elter and cheaper medical service is one of the pressing problem s of 
the dsy. 
“ Mony physician!, tell us frankly they can not m ake a decent living; and 
all of us know to our sorrow and regret th a t few of us a re able to consult a 
physician when his services are needed. 
“ Not only m ust this problem lie solved, but the question of hospitaliza­ 
tion m ust he met and solved as it has not been. 
“C ooptration, in the near future, as it has not in the long past, m ust 
solve this and m any other unsolved problem s. 
“ Perhaps the g reatest lessons of the fu tu re are to lie learned, and the 
greatest benefit* are to he realized, through cooperation. 
Economic necessity 
dem and* it; and com m on sense will wisely effect it.”
